20. Dr- Karo!^.Y WEL. a Hungarian j was born 9 November 1006 in 
B\C3SZEKTIV\N; formerly manager of a leather fact''ry in BUDAPEST; 
former Major; during World War II, strongly opposed the Hungarian 
Government, and later also radical Rightists; activated an l^hingarian 
S3 detachment which he subordinated to the III German Tanlc Corps; 
after World War II, was sentenced to death by the Americans, but was 
amnestied later; is considered to be dauntless person and a staunch 
anti-Bolsbevist ; is difficult to get along with because of his 
arrogance. 
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
